It, seems a double pity that edu- 
cation" of this sort should come in 
res>ect to the high commissioner- 
ship of the State Department ol 
Education itself. Here is a past 
which, above all, should stand free 
from politics. The children of 
Massachusetts should not be taught 
that political wiles entangle the 
appointment even of the State 
commissioner sworn to protect the 
good Interest of the schools against 
just such influences. If a lower 
standard is now to be recognized, 
no one need wonder if many more 
scandals occur, such as the 'school 
racket," now being investigated by 
the district attorney for Suffolk 
county. 

There are strong grounds for 
commendation of Governor Cur- 
ley's re-appointment of Henry t 
Long as commissioner of corpora- 
tions and taxation and of Paul O. 
Kirk as commissioner ot public 
safetv. We gladly commend these 
acts of the governor, but it is tm- 
„„^^min ir-. f^iioM upon them Rt 
t^hi^'Tlme" when7 to ternainate the 
ser^'ice of a great and worthy State 
commissioner of education, tjie Ex- 
ecutive CouncU has operated in so 
cold-blooded a manner. 

Fortunatelv, the people, of Mass- 
achusetts will recognize this trick 
as the brutal political maneuver 
which it is. HOW can anybody pos- 
.sibly be fooled by so transparent an 
attempt to play both ends and mid- 
dle? It represents the lowest-water 
mark of a low administration. 
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Interest already Is being registered 
In what will be what in local poU- 
tics in 1936. 

Representative Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr.. becoming a candidate for the 
REpublican nomination for Unltea ^ 
States Senator naturally opens the 
field for a contest to fill his seat in 
the Massachusetts House. Our oth- 
er Representative, John C. Wilson, 
will be seeking re-election, but he 
may have a real Job on his hands 
to retain his berth as there will be 
a number of candidates for the two 
tfith Essex district Representative 
positions. 

Rather than go after the mayor- 
alty office in Beverly as has been 
predicted, President Chandler Big- 
elow of the board of aldermen, un- 
der the conditions, will jump ahead 
a step and seek the office Lodge is 
to vacate. Blgelow was attracted to 
politics by Representative Lodge; so 
It is natural that he should aspire 
to the House when Lodge leaves It. 

Whoever finally secures that seat 
will have done so only after a good 
political contest, however. There 
will doubtless be several more seek- 
ing the Republican nomination for 
Representative next year, but be- 
sides Bigelow there are, as yet, only 
two other prominent men in line 
for the forthcoming primary, Russell 
P. Brown and Matthew S. Heaphy. 

Brown, at present school commit- 
teeman from Ward Two, and vice- 
chairman of that board, made his 
announcement for the position 
shortly after it became known that 
Lodge was a definite candidate for 
the United States Senatorship. He 
Is well known throughout the dis- 
trict and has for years been a 



jeaaer m Kepublican activities o: 
Beverly. For the past 12 years he 
has been a member of the school 
board and recently was re-elected 
lor another three-year term. There 
Is no law providing that a man 
holding a city office cannot at the 
same time hold a State office; so 
It would not be necessary for him 
to give :ip his school committee po- 
sition If elected Reprosentative. 

Under the administration of Mayor 
Paul S. Eaton, Heaphy was city so- 
licitor. Ever an active Republican, 
tliat position made him known to 
everyone in the district. After being 
elected president of the board of 
aldermen in 1929, he became a can- 
didate for mayor In 1930 but was 
defeated by a small margin. His 
activities in this community have 
placed him In a position for fur- 
ther political aspirations; as a 
matter of fact, he is no stranger to 
campaigning for Representative In 
the district, having been a candi- 
date for that seat In 1932, when 
Lodge, as high rnan, and Wilson 
became the Republican nominees and 
then were elected. Although, like 
Bigelow, he has made no formal an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for 
Representative, it Is generally ac- 
cepted that he will be In the fight 
in 1936. 

Beverly will elect a mayor next 
year. There Is m question bur that 
the present chief executive, James 
A. Torrey, will seek a third term In 
office. He will be opposed by former 
Alderman Daniel E. McLean, who 
■was defeated by Torrey a year ago. 
McLean is confident that he can do 
even better than he did In 1934 and 
Is working to that end relentlessly. 

A third candidate for mayor and 
one who will conduct a telling bat- 
tle for the office will. It Is almost 
certain, be Colonel Frederick VI. 
Stopford, retired army officer and 
prominent Beverly businessman. He 
has become an outstanding figure in 
the city, having served for the past 
year as director of Federal Housing 
Administration work here and Just 
been appointed by the National 
committee as chairman for the lo- 
cal annual President's ball (which 
will be held at the United Shoe club- 
house on January 30, the proceeds 
to go to the fund for combatting 
Infantile paralysis). It is not unnat- 
tiral that he should be Interested In 
politics, as his father before him, 
the late General William Stopford, 
capably served, first ss se- 
lectman here, then as a State Sen- 
Rtor from the second Essex district, 
and flmaliy as mayor of Beverly. 

It is probable that others will come 
Into the limelight as candidates for 
mayor of Beverly, but almost every- 
one is watching with interest to see 
what former Mayor Roy K. Patch's 
future political plans, if any, will be. 
He Is being urged to seek another 
tenure of office in City Hall, and his 
law practice, which he soon will 
start, should qualify him as a good 
man for city solicitor. 

Thr.t covers both partisan and 
non-partisan local politics as far as 
they can be covered so early In the 
game. I should mention that Dem- 
ocratic opposition to the Republi- 
can candidates for State Represent- 
ative from the 15th Essex district 
will be no more of a threat in this 
strong Republican section than It 
has been before. That's about all 
there Is to write about Just yet, but 
It Is all something to think seri- 
ouslv about and not let slide by In 
the State and National political tor- 
nados which will hit us in the com- 
ing 12 months. 



It Is appropriate that the endorse- 
ment dinner for Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr., on his candidacy for United 
States Senator should be held 
on January 28. It was just a year 
ago from "that date that the Junior 
Membership of the Beverly Repub- 
lican club was organized under Mr.

The reward of Payson Smith, for 20 years the 
faithful and efTlcicnt commispioner of public educu- 
tion, is to be booted out into the street to make way 
for a Curley opToinfee. Aside from politics, there 
was no occasion for ousting Dr. Smith. His adminis- 
tration has been exceedingly able, completely free 
from partisanship, always enlightened and progres- 
sive.

The thing was 
done in a characteristically distasteful way— and 
the public of -Massachusetts may go hang! Governor 
Curley has done many high-handed things in the 
year of his occupancy of the chief magistracy, to 
which the public, in a fit of childish peevishness and 
blind pique, exalted him, but never a more high- 
handed thing than this. Either his assumption is 
that he has a mandate to do such things and get 
away with them, or he has figured that he has al- 
ready so grossly overplayed his hand that it re- 
mains only to go the liuiit while ho has the chance. 
Our guess is that the latter is the more reasonable 
assumption, for the governor must by this time 
realize that as a public favorite with the common- 
wealth he is "all through." 

But that gets us nothing. There remains more 
than a year in which this governor must be suffered.

A year ago the public delivered 
itself bound hand and foot to Governor Curley and 
must take what he chooses to give it. Experience 
continues to keep a dear school, but voters will 
learn in no other.

The governor's proposal for abol- 
ishing the state tax, which was a 
levy of $10,000,000 this year, con- 
sists of makuig its collection un- 
necessary by the imposition of rigid 
economies in operating the govern- 
ment and by searching for new 
.sijurces of revenue. 

He said he was oppased to a 
retail sales tax because it taxed 
imix)verished persons. 

He directed the department heads 
to submit to him no later than 
Monday morning recommendations 
for new economies and suggestions 
for new sources of revenue. 
Machinery Tax 
He said that In considering the 
iibolition of the state tax he also 
was giving consideration to the 
elimination of the locally assessed 
tax on machinery used in manu- 
facturing establishments in the 
hope that it would bring new in- 
dustries into this commonwealth. 

The state tax is actually the 
deficit that remains to the common- 
I wealth wiien it .substracts its ordi- 
nary revenue from its expendi- 
tures. It would have amounted to 
$20,000,000 this year, had not the 
legislature transferred $10,000,000 
from the gasoline tax fund to the 
' genera] fund. 

"I adn trying," the governor said,

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A BLOW AT EDUCATION 

Last Wednesday morning Governor 
James M. Curley announced To the 
state that he would rcapiMint Dr 
Payson Smitli. Practically every par- 
ent-teacher association in the state 
had aslced the governor to reappoint 
Dr. Smith, and teachers and educa- 
tors in general endorsed his candi- 
dacy. 7he governor had a conference 
ViTith his hand picked Council and 
this is what came of it. Mr. Curley 
nominated Payson Smith and the 
Council promptly rejected him. The 
governor then nominated hus origi- 
nal preTerence, a young superintend- 
ent of schools from Adams. 35 years 
old. who has had less than nine years 
experience as a superintendent. The 
obedient council no doubt by agree 
nient, promptly confirmed the nomi- 
nation. 

Governor Curley has already struck 
a blow at the judiciary. He now un- 
dermines the whole educational sys- 
tem of Ma.ssachusetts. Dr. Payson 
Smith is a national figure in educa- 
tion. If Mr. Curley wished to replace 
him he should have considered the 
claims of the biggest educators in the 
country. He should have taken expert 
ndvire and combed New England and 
the nation for a succe.s.sor who could 
mi the shoes of Dr. Payson Smith. 
One mlglit expect a governor to have 
a deep feeling of responsibility for the 
educational system of the Common- 
wealth. Mr. Curley used tills position 
as he did a judgeship to build up his 
own political machine and command 
more state appointments.

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Csirley Hasn't Come OK Second 
Esst In Squabbles During Week 



(Special to The Transcript) 
BOSTON, Dec. 21— Governor Cur- 
le-y this v/eek has been, as is fre- 
quenUy the case, the center of bit- 
ter attacks on a part ot the press 
and the public but in his activities 
this week he has not come off sec- 
ond best. 

Under his guiding hand his Coun- 
cil rejected the renomination of 
Payson Smith to be commissioner of 
education and confirmed, in Smith's 
p!ace, James G. Reardon of Adams 
to educational head of the Bay State. 
Thus ends one ot the mast bitter 
nomination fights in tlie history of 
Massachusetts. 

The Governor is hotly criticized by 
Smith's friends for non-failure to 
reappoint the educator, who was 
first appointed by the late Governor 
IVTcCall and who thru reappoint- 
ments by subsequent governors has 
held the education post for many 
year.s. 

The Governor in no way trans- 
gressed any of his rights as chiel' 
executive. Under the spoils system, 
necessary to party government and 
used by both major political parties, 
the Governor fills this important va- 
cancy, paying a sa)ary of $9000 a 
year and carrying great prestige 
in the world of education, to a mem- 
ber of his own party. Had a ne- 
pubUcan governor been in office and 
the term of a Democratic commis- 
sioner of education expired the Re- 
publican governor would undoubt- 
edly liave given the post to one of 
his own party. 

Criticism of the Governor in the 
Smith-Reardon case is based on two 
grounds. The first is that Cur ley 
first sent to the Counicil the renom- 
ination of Smith knowing that it 
would be knocked down. Possibly, 
and uhdoubtcdly, he d'id hut there is 
nothing heinous in such an action. 
The second criticism is tliat Smith 
was a man of such exceptional abil- 
ities that he should not have been 
lost to the State, 

To this charge the Governor re- 
plies with sound common sense, "No 
person is invaluable to a job in Mas- 
sachusetts. If we all were to pass 
away tomorrow others would ap- 
pear to fill our places even better 
than we fill them ourselves." 

Smith has been a success as com- 
missioner of education; he has bad 
the resi>ect of the teachers of the 
State and has been notable as a.n 
efTicient executive. But he has had 
the job for many years, at the high- 
est salary paid to a state comnxis- 
' sioner, save that of the eommi^moner 
of mental di.seases, and there was 



no logical reason why he oould as- 
sume that he bad life tenure on the 
position. 

In their desire to brand Curley 
for his every act some of his critfvs 
are going too far. They had belter 
wait until they have something to 
shoot at. 

These critics, blaming Curley for 
the non-reappointmcnt of Sinith, 
failed to commcnid him for Iwo most 
im.ix>rtant reappointments, bolih 
confirmed by the Council, that of 
Paul Kirk to be commissioner of 
public safety. a.nd Henry F. Long 
to be commissioner of taxation and 
corporations. 

THE TE.^CHERS' OATH 
The Smith-Reardon case attracted 
tar more attention than an appoint- 
ment ot a commissioner of educa- 
tion would ordinarily attract be- 
cause of the Teachers' Oath law. 
Smith was opposed to this law; Rear- 
don is for the law. 

Reardon believes that as it was 
passed by t. o Legislature it should 
be unquestioningly obeyed by all 
state educator.s. Those objecting to 
the law, he says, should seek to have 
it amended by constitutional means, 
which, after all, is just the attitude 
Smith takes. 

Smith was very positive in point- 
ing out that he does not believe in 
the principle of the law; Reardon 
simply discusses it as a fait accom- 
pli- 

Opponents of the law still see in it 
a desire to Hitlerize or Mussolini- 
ize the teaching force ot the State 
and they will stage a stiff battle 
for the repeal of the law in Mas- 
sachasetls. 

OLD AGE PROVISION 
The commission to study the re- 
vision of the welfare laws of the 
Slate and bring them into harmony 
with the new Federal Security Act 
has drawn up what it considers the 
most liberal provisions of any State 
in the Union. It these recommenda- 
tions arc adopted, say the commis- 
sioners, IMassachusetts will be the 
first State in line with the Federal 
Security Act. 

Among recommendations of the 
commission are one dollar a day old 
age pension payments, which is the • 
highest rate of any State in the 
Union. California, second highest 
State in Wie category, has $20 a I 
[month old age pension assistance. 

Massachusetts' commission recom- 
merwis granting aid to persons with 
dependent children, not only parents, 
' but other relatives, aunts, uncles, 
I grandparents, etc., and guardians. 
I Under the commission's recommen- 
dations appeals could be taken from 



the rulings ot local boards to a cen- 
tral ap!>eal board. 

Tvo Western Massachusetts men 
were on this commission, Senator 
Theodore R. Plunkett of Adams and 
Rep. Roland D. Sawyer of Ware. 
WESTERN MASSACHUSETTS PA f 
Various communities in the eas'- 
ern part ot the State, noUbly Low- 
ell and Wakefield, have been pro- 
testing that relief workers on Fed- 
eral projects have not receivd pay 
for considerable periods of time. No 
pay has been given the Lowell 
workers since Aug. 21. Strangely , 
enough protests have not been re- 
ceived from Western Massachusetts 
districts at the non-payment ot per- ■ 
sans working, under slate guidance, , 
on Federal project. Can it be | 
that the i>ayments are up to date in 
Western Massachusetts, while they 
lag so far behind in the eastern sec- 
tion of the State? 

This failure to keep the men paid 
has led Governor Curley to resume 
his quarrel with Federal Admin- 
istrator Rotch. Curley says that if 
men are not paid by Christmas 
bloodshed may result. Rotch retali- 
ates with reports for preparation of 
payments and payments actually 
made, while Curley counters with 
statement ot communities where 
payments have actually not been 
made. 

Curley, in his fight with Adminis- 
trator Rotch, has laid the case be- 
fore Federal Relief Administrator 
Hopkins in Washington. 

THE MESSAGE AGAIN 
Governor Curley, however, sus- 
pended his bickering and quarrel- 
ing with Rotch today to retire to 
the privacy ot his library and work 
on his message to the Legislature, 
due Jan. 1. He admits that the Leg- 
islature's opening coming on Jan. 
1 rather confused him as he thought 
the opening day would come a week 
later. Therefore, he finds it neces- 
sary to curtail his appointments to 
prepare his recommendations to Uie 
returning solons.— Clark. _ __.

He took 
strong exceptions to the statement 
of the governor and expressed the 
belief that there v.-as no danger of 
such a demonstration in Lowell. 

"I Think the governor's .statement 
was in very poor taste," Cmdr. Cor- 
bett said. "Lowell Is a law-abiding 
community and always has been. 
In the World war 7000 of our 
youths served the United States 
government, some of them laying 
down their lives. They were willing 
to give all they had for their coun- 
try. I believe that the governor 
need have no fear at this late day 
that Lowell re.sidents will resort to 
violence just because things do not 
run aa smoothly as might he ex- 
pected. I should say Mr. Curley 
has terribly misjudged the calibre 
of our citizens. 

"Those residents of Lowell who 
I served in the World war know that i 
the government is good for any , 
! promises it makes or any obliga- i 
I tions it undertakes. They know 
I that they got their pay chequejs and 
j compensation cheques if they were 
I entitled to them. 

I am surprised that the gover- 
nor should make such a .statement. 
He has been in Lowell frequently 
and he know.*' many of our noople. 
He ought to know that they are 
high-grade citizens. He ought to 
know that the American Legion 
post in Lowell is the largest in New 
England and he ought to know that 
Legionnaires are not given to riot- 
ing or \-iolence. 

"Lowell has been without its ua- 
ual quota of street lights in the last 
two years, yet our police records 
j show" comparatively few crimes of 
violence in that period when there 
I was every inducement to commit 
I them. We are law-abiding here, 
not a bunch of reds or radicals 
I "I .sincerely hope that all PWA 
employees will get all the money 
that Is coming to them before 
Christmas, but I know, as the gov- 
ernor ought to know, that there 
will be no rioting or bloodshed if 
they don't."

Practicability of Plan Widely Questioned by 

! Economic Experts, but Those Seeking 

Public Office Next Year Cannot Regarc^ 

Project Too Lightly— Michigan Election 

Evidence

Although the practicability of the Townsend Plan is widely 
questioned by economic experts and has been disapproved by 
some fact-finding bodies, it will not do for those seeking public 
office next year in state and nation to hold its followers too 
lightly. This is evident by the mushroom growth of clubs 
which are being formed in the state and (lie interest which is be- 
ing displayed in the movement in all sections of Massa'chusetts. 

It is pprhaps a littlo too early Id* 
predict just how much Influence 



the Townsend Clubs will have on 
the elections, but the ottice seeker 
who Is not irrkoninK on takintr 
the movement seriously is likely to 
wake up with a headache. It is 
one of Ihosp things that could eas- 
ily he overlooked but suddenly 
looms as an important considera- 
tion. It is of course unlikely that 
many candidates on either the Re- 
publican or Democratic ticket will 
give the plan a blanket endorse- 
ment, b\it it will bp well for thcni 
t.p consider just how they are po- 
inp to meet any demands mad.; 
upon them by these orKanizatioiip. 
Of Couife the clubs plan to be 
more interested in the national 
election because the Townsend 
plan is to be a national issue in 
their opinion but the effect they 
may have on state elections if 
they band together on any other 
issues can easily be realized. 

Two Clubs in City 

There are two Townsend Club., 
in Worcester with a total member- 
ship of nearly twelve hundred. 
This ie not laipe unless it is tak- 
en into consideration that the or- 
ganization has only been under- 
way since July 8 when there were 
but 38 members. Durinp the past 
few weeks an intensive drive ha^ 
been conducted in the county out- 
side Worcester with the result that 
more than a score of Townsend 
clubs have come into being and 
are meeting frequently.

tion is being done by John W. 
Carabine of Springfield, a former 
police court judge.

President Roosevelt can take no 
comfort from these organization.1

With- 
out succes.s, the Governor tried last 
year for measures that would re- 
duce rates, but an untn'mpathetic 
lec'i.slature said his proposals would 
practically strip thf motorist of 
protection and threw them out. aft- 
er eliminating guest coverage from 
compulsory policies.

What the Governor may have to

He did not 
disclo.oe what methods he liked. but 
did register flat objection to the 
sales tax. which he called a levy 
against the Impoverished.

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MAYOR MATTHEWS IN VALEDICTORY 
/ HAD IDEA S WHICH LATER PREVAILED 

City Council Was Remodelled, In Accordance With His Specifica- 
tions — Term Of Mayor Is Longer Than He Declared Was Essen- 
tial — To This Day, However, Commonwealth Refuses To Surrend- 
er Police Department To City Control.

How time flies — or does it? 
Is it not almost or finite in order 
tor some worthy seeker after the 
ideal in municipal government to kg 
to the General Court and demand 
changes be made in the charter of 
this city which will give to one and 
nil of its worthy inhahitants just what 
they should have. For it is absolutely 
true that for years and years there 
lias been a succession of attempts to 
make Boston munlrlpally perfect by 
tinkering witli Its charter and that 
almost attempt has been a failure. 

My attention was called this week 
to the fact that when X:ilhan Mat- 
thews, Jr., retired from the mayoral- 
ty he delivered on January 5, 1895 an 
address which was published at the 
expense of the city and by request 
of the Board of Aldermen and which 
was, in fact as well as in name, his 
valedictory. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that Mayor Matlliews knew 
as much about municipal governnicMt 
as any man who ha.s ever served in 
that capacity, and p;irt of what he 
liad to say when he (|uil City Hall, 
to be succeeded by Kdwin Ipton Cvr 
tis, a Republican, is well worth read- 
ing just now. I know of nothing clos- 
er to the real truth than when lie had 
tills to say: 

"It would be foolish, indeed, to ex 
pi'ct th;it this or any reconstruction 
or our municipal legislature will re 
iiHivc all the difficnllies in the way 
of securing an ecoiiomical and liusi- 
iiess-like government. The n'presenl- 
alives of the citizens, howsoever 
elected, will continue to represei;!. 
with more or less fidelity, the wishes 
and principles of their constituents, 
and as long as tlu; people at large, 
while in favor of economy as a gcner 
ill principle, yet desiri' a|i|>ropriatioiis 
for particular purijoses on a seal" 
that makes economy impossible, .iu-i 
Ml long will it be difh<'ult to restraiii 



tile City Council, however constituted, 
from an improvident expenditure of 
the public funds." 

When he penned those lines, the 
outgoing mayor was writing in favir 
of abolishing the bicameral form ot 
<'ity Council., doing away with the 
Hoard of Aldermen and the Common 
('(iiiucil and substituting a City Coun- 
cil of one body which in his opinion, 
sliiMild 111. larger than the then 
Hoard of Aldermen, hut not so large 
as to be<'ome unweildly and liable t.> 
degenerate into a debating soclet>'. 
When the charter revision act of 
l!iO!i was pushed through the Massa- 
chusetts General Court under th.' 
leadership of the late James J. Stor-< 
row. N'athan Matthews was actively 
interested in portions of the proposed 
<'h!Uige, and his Ideas concerning a 
singltJ U'gislatixf branch were ailopt- 
ed. That was more than twenty-five 
years ago, but that a vast amount cf 
good was accomplished as far as 
economy is concerned, has not been 
demonstrated by result, measured by 
figures that will not lie. 

When Mayor Matthews was serving 
the city, his service was that in four 
terms of one year each. He favored 
in his final message, hitherto quoted, 
extending the term of mayor to two 
or three years. In that year of lOOS 
Mayor Curtis induced the General 
Court to increase the mayor's term 
to two years, but he did not get the 
benefit of it. In the first election for 
n two-year term, Josiah Quincy de- 
feated Curtis and received a second 
two year term. 

Mayor Matthews was positive in hi? 
opinion that control ot the Police De- 
partment should be restored to tlit: 
city, but it never has been. What he 
had to say on that sul).)ect was a.-< 
follows: 

"This department can never be 
tnanaged to the satisfaction of the 
public so long as it remains In the 
chargi. of the State Hoard, nut i' 



sponsible to the City Government and 
composed necessarily oL' gentlemen 
who, whatever their personal qualifi- 
cations, are yet regarded by a major- 
ity of the voters of this city with dis- 
trust. Besides the division of respon- 
sibility which the system entails — the 
City Council being responsible within 
certain limits tor ihe appropriation.-) 
and the Board of Holice for their ex- 
penditure — there are many special ob- 
jections to the plan, such as the in 
ability to secure the enforcement of 
the city ordinances. 

"The Hoard ot* Police should be 
abolished, the police force should be 
restored to the control of the city and 
placed in charge of a chief or super- 
intendent, appointed by the mayo"- 
and responsible through him to the 
people of a city, and the license-grant- 
ing powers of the hoard should then 
be vested in a special license board." 

Part of what Mayor Matthews 
sought in connection with the Police 
Department has since then been oli 
lained, but control of the department 
still rests with the Goverjior. The 
police board has been succeeded bj 
a single commissioner, and a licens- 
ing board, appointed by the Governor, 
has taken over certain duties forra- 
eil> vested in the Board of Police. 
I)ut Boston has not yet got control of 
its Police Depart men I. 

.More than forty y(>ars ago. Mayor 
Matlhws s|>eaking I'or the Boston 
Democracy, it" iiol for all the people 
of the city, demanded a return of 
Police Department control to the city.

Purpose Of This State Branch Of Service Explained By Raytnord 
J. Kenney, Director Of The Division, Who Has Demonstrated 
Very Vividly What Can Be Done And Is Being Done In A Work 
Which Is So Diversified That It Affects Directly Or Indirectly 
Every Citizen Of The Commonwealth — History Of The Division.

It is sometimos felt that the Mass- 
achusetts Division of Fisheries anil 
"Game is maintained for the sole pur- 
poses of providinR huntinc and fish- 
ins for those people \v!in enjoy thin 
form recreation, liul such is not tUn 
case. While one of our nia.ior activi- 
ties is providing hunti'.ii; and fishini.'. 
yet oiir work is so divei-sificd that it 
affects directly or indirectly every 
citizen of the Coninionwealth. 

I^et ii.s look for a moment at tlie 
history of the Division for the pur 
pose of hackground. The forerunnci 
of the present Division, the Tonimis- 
sioii on Fisheries was first estuldishf il 
in IStiF), at the close of the ("ivil W:ir 
Its province was the fisheries of our 
coastal rivers. This was later extend- 
ed to .lurisdiction over the fisheries 
of all coastal waters and then to the 
inland waters throuwliout the State 
Durint: those early years, thr worli 
of the ('oiiinnssion was not lor Ih.i' 
consci'vation of thi- fisheries resourc- 
es, as we view it today, hut rather I'oi- 
the comnierciailzation of them. 

In ISSt), the jurisdiction of the Com 
missio:i was extended to ^ame and its 
name was changed to th(> Commissi ,ii 
on Pisheri(!s and Game, which it ri - 
mainod until 1919, when the present 
Division of Fisheries and Game was 
organized in the Department of Con- 
servation. 

'l"h(> Division still retains as one of 
its important functions, the supervi;* 
I ion and control of the Marine Fishing 
I Industry of tli<« State. Its work alon.!; 
I the lines of tlii,^ industry is co:itjnn- 
j .-illy growing, as might be expected 
from the fact that the Marine Fishin.T 
j industry Is one of the oldest ano 
I most important industries in this Cmii 



monwealtli. It has an annual value of 
more tha'.i ten million dollars. More 
than :',(I0.0()0.000 pounds of fish are 
annrally hindcd in this State and the 
(puility of tills fish wh.en it reaches 
your table depends upon the efficiency 
of the Fish Inspectors of this Divis- 
ion. lIui- to the fine co-operation of 
the inilusiry and jiarticularly Ici the 
nianageincnt of tlie 2ri00 retail stores 
in the State selling fish as an article 
of food, the inspectors condemned les,! 
than oue-lijilf million pounds of food 
fish last year, whicti is a small pei- 
centage of the vast amount of fish 
handled i!i this State. 

So much for what we do for the 
men who go down to the Sea in ships. 

Let us MOW turn to the work of the 
Division concerning the conservation 
of our wild life resources and pro- 
\iding recreation for those who hunt 
and fish. This part of ihe work, ex- 
cept for a very small appropriation, 
is at^ )). ji..it financed through the 
sale (It hunting and fishing licenses. 
In VXii. approximately 140,000 persons 
were liceased to hunt and fish in this 
Slate, - which indicates a great in- 
crease in public interest in this form 
of outdoor recreation since the first 
hunting license was issued in 1909 
and the first fishing license in 1919. 

The revenue from all sources for 
l!t;!4 was approximately $275,000 and 
ordinarily wc are limited to that 
amount for our inlaml fish and game 
work during the fiscal year. Such an 
amount is entirely inadequate to 
properly protect our wild life re- 
sources and provide hunting and fish- 
ing for an increasing number of ppo- 

^ ^Fortunately, however, Ilis^xcellen- 
cy. Governor Curley. has taken a keei. 



interest in the work of the tlivisloil 
and this year recommended an addi- 
tional sum of $100,000 for the ad- 
vancement of our activities. Due to 
'he demands for funds to carry out 
the Work and Wages Program tho 
hegitjlalure was unable to make this 
appropriation during the current year, 
but it is hoped that next year such an 
additional appropriation will be forth- 
coming, thus nmking it possible to go 
forward with many useful projects 
which have long awaited the necessary 
funds. 

The great increase in hunting and 
lishing in recent years has made il 
necessary to maintain a program of 
artificial propagation to maintain an 
adequate supply of game birds and 
fish. 

We maintain four game farms which 
turn out annually more than 25,000 
pheasants and quails, in addition to 
seven fish hatcheries, the annual out- 
jiut of which exceeds a million fish. 
We have a warden force of 37 field 
men who devote their time to th'' 
protection of our wild life resourci^s 
and the distribution of the fish and 
game produced at the hatcheries. 

These men protect the wild life re 
rources of the State, although but a 
few species of the birds are classed 
as game and can he hunted at an., 
time of the year for sport. They con 
stitutc the only agency for the pro 
tectiii-.i of our s.ing, insectivorous and 
non-game birds and. otherwise, pei 
f(jrni many duties of benefit and :n 
terest to all of our citizens. 

Every man, woman and child in 
.Massachusetts is or should be inter- 
ested in protecting our song and in- 
sectivorous birds. They not only have 
aesthetic value but they are useful ii; 
pioteiting our agricultural crops and 
fruit and ornamental trees against the 
ravages of insect pests. Eminent or- 
nitholigists estimate that in a normal 
year more than 25 million song ami 
insectivorous birds are found in this 
State during tlie summer season. The 
value of that wild life is beyond com- 
putation and when you welcome the 
return of the birds from the South 
land upon the awakening of spring, 
bcav in mind the efforts of my divis- 
i(Ui for their care and protection. 

,\t this particular time, when the 

harvest of our winter food supply is 

completed, it is well to think of oui 

wild hiriis which will soon face the 

limited food supply of a rigorous New 

England winter. To those of you who 

are accustomed to feed the wild birds 

during tlie snow-bound season, i 

would suggest that now is the time 

to locale suitable feeding stations and 

construct the shelters where later you 

can place emergency rations for the 

wild birds, remembering that they 



havf lieen deprived of their natural 
1(hh1 supply largely tlirougli the hand 
1)1' man. 

Looking further into the work of 
the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
we find many other features of inter- 
est to our people. For example, it 
maintains wild life sanctuaries, as- 
sists in (he protection of our forest 
lands against the devasting effects of 
fire and ia constantly at work to pre- 
vent the pollution of our inland aiul 
coastal waterways. 

Massachusetts is an industrial State 
with a limited area and a density of 
population which produces a pollution 
problem of pressing importance. 

For years the fight against polhition 
has been waged single-handed by those 
interested in fish and game conserva- 
tion. It has been difficult because of 
the burden of maintaining the ficti- 
itious theory that the commercial val- 
ue of the fisheries of a stream was 
more important to the welfare of the 
community than the economic value 
of the industry from which the pollu- 
tion emanated. No consideration was 
fjiven to the recreational value of tin- 
inland waterways. The general public 
heretofore took no special interest in 
the problems of pollution, except in 
cases where they became so obvious 
that a public nuisance, in fact, existed. 
Oil pollution in the coastal waters 
!s of the most devastating character. 
It destroys our waterfowl and coastal 
fisheries and creates a fire hazanl 
about the docks and wharves. It 
smears the yachtmen's craft riding 
peacefully at anchor in some seclud'Mi 
rove, it ruins the bathing beaches and 
otherwise attacks our far-famed "stern 
and rock-bound shore." We are help- 
less to combat this form of pollution 
witliout Federal co-operation. 

riiis problem has be(>n properly 
(■ailed a national menace because no 
nne State, particularly a seaboard 
State or one contiguous to interstate 
rivers can adequately handle the situ- 
ation. Its .-cope in the coastal wateis 
goes beyond national boundaries and 
requires international consideration. 

I have endeavored to give you with- 
in this limited spa<'e alloted to me u 
brier sketch of the history, activities 
and problems of the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game. I am sure that all of 
the people of the Commonwealth art 
interested inits activities and are di- 
rectly or indirectly benefited thereby. 
We constantly strive to serve all of 
our people. We solicit your friendly 
interest in otir activities because we 
realize that a favorable public opinion 
is the most valuable asset which any 
agency of government can have in 
support of its work.

Hits Intimation of W. P. A. 
I Wage Riots in City

LOWELL, Dec 20— Commander , 
Francis P. Corbett of Lowell Post i 
87 American Legion, today took , 
strong exception to a statement pub- j 
lished in a local morning pspcr quot- ^ 
ing Gov Curley as intimating the pos- i 
sibility of "riot= ?.nd bloodshed in . 
Lowell because of delay in W. P. A. 
wage payments." 

"I think the Governor's statement 
was in very poor taste," Commander 
Corbett said. "Lov.-cU is a law-abid- 
ing community and alway? has been. 
In the World War 7000 of our youths 
served the United States Govern- 
ment. Some of them laid down their 
live^ Thcv were willing to give all 
they had for the country. I believe 
that the Governor ne-d have no fear 
at this late date that Lowell residents 
will resort to violence just because 
things do not run as smoothly as 
might be expected. I rhould .say that 
Mr Curley has terribly misjudg=d the 
caliber of our citizens. 

"I am surprised that the Governor 
should make such a statement. He 
has been in Lowell frcqcuenlly and 
he knows many of our people He , 
ought to know that they arc high- 
grade citizens.

The 120,000 W. P. A. rvorkcrs in 
Massachusetts are to be given day- 
and-a-half holidays with pay at 
Christmas and New Year's, according 
to instructions from National Relief 
Director Harry L. Hopkins, received 
late yesterday by State W. P. A. Ad- 
ministrator Arthur G. Rotrh. 

Massachusetts workers are to be 
Civcn Tuesday afternoon and Lhrist. 
rnas Day off next week and the after- 
noon of the 31st and New Year s Day 
under the regulations. The holiday 
WES ordered for the W. P. A. in tne 
entire country when President Roose- 
velt granted similar vacations for ail 
other Federal employes. 

Relief officials here will distribute 
all available toys made under the 
E R A. to needy children. Theic 
viU not be nearly as many plav- 
things available for distribution this 
year as last, because the Federal Gov 
ernmcnt rejected all proposals ior 
toymaking projects under the nev/ 
program. 

Police Act in Everett 

While officials in the disbursing of- 
fices of the W. P. A. were making 
every effort to clear up the last ol 
the overdue checks yesterday after- 
noon, a crowd of 200 hungr.v unpaid- 
men in Everett rushed the W.P. A. 
office on School st. there, and in the 
crush a partition and desk were

A large squad of police ofTicers 
under Scrgt Fred H. Gibson dispersed 
the men, who immediately went o 
the welfare office in an .cno^t to 
obtain grocery orders.

Hitting at cities which guarantee 
to furnish materials and equipment 
for W. P. A. project,-! and then fail 
to meet their obligations, W, P. A.

will have to care for their own needy. 



When Everett and Somerville 
Boards of Aldermen first refused to 
meet their shares of the expense of 
.carrying on work projects, W. P. A. 
officials considered removing needy 
workers to other cities and towns 
so they could continue to receive the 
Federal wages. 

Burden on Somerville 

Last night Rotch declared that if 
municipal officials do not care enough 
about their needy people to meet 
their obligations ha saw no reason 
why the Federal Government should 
step in and s,sum3 the burden. He 
indicated local political squabbles 
were the cause of fsilure of the Som- 
erville Aldermen to release funds for 
projects and declared, "There is no 
reason why the Federal Government 
fhould interfere with local politics." 

The plan of removing workers to 
oth^r places is impractical. Rotch 
said, pointing out that needy persons 
In other cities would resent it. He 
declared such a system would rnake 
it possible for cities to duck their 
responsibilities and have their work- 
ers paid, while other cities footed 
the bills for materials and equipment.

j To 65 Also Proposed' in 
I Commission Report 

Legislation to provide a minimum 
pension of $30 monthly for every in- 
digent citizen of the commonwealth 

I more than 65 jear.s of age will be 
recommended to the Legislature 
next month by the special recess 
commission on public welfare, ac- 
cording to an annoimcement made 
yesterday by Senator Theodore R. 
Plunkelt of Adams, its chairman. 

The commission would revl.se the 
present old age a.ssistance statute to 
reduce from 70 to 6.5 years the age 
limit for eligibility under Its opera- 
tion and also to have the common- 
wealth reimburse the cities and 
towns for two-thlrd.s of their total 
old age a.ssistance payments, instead 
of one-third a.5 is now provided. 
These proposed revisions, with sev- 

! eral additional minor changes, will 
King the state old age a.v^istance 
statutes into conformance with the 
federal old age security legislation 

I pa.sspd this year but not yet efTec- 

: live because of the failure to pro- 
vide the proper financing. 

VN.WIMOI S REPORT 

The recess eommi.ssion in addi- 
tion to Chairman Plunkett con.sLsts 
of nepresentatives John W. La.sell of 
Northbridge. James A. Ounn of Tur- 
ners Fall and Roland D. Sawyer of 
Ware, Walter V. McCarthy, stat^ 
public welfare commi.s.sioner; Charles 
P. Campfield of Boston and Wendell 
P. Thore of Quincy. 

The committee will file a unani- 
mous report as soon as the proper 
legislative petitions are drafted, 
C'lairman Plunkett jeleased the fol- 
lowing statement yesterday: 

The rece.ss commission is anxious 
to co-operate in every way with the 
federal government in the distribu- 
tion of funds to the aged and to de- 
pendent children. Under the pro- 
visions of the national security act, 
the federal government is to provide 
one-half of the necessary amoimts 
in the matter of old age beginning 
at 65, years of age. This Is ba.sed 
on a maximum of $30 per month. 
Tl i ronimi.ssion is of the unanimous 
opinion tliat the Ma."i.sacluLsetts laws 
should establish a $30 minimum and 
reduce the age to 6.'S years on the as- 
sumption that funds from the fed- 
era! government will be available as 
.soon a.s Congre.ss meets. 



There are so many ''""■"Kf,"^^'; 
involved that th< commission has 
proposed a complete revision of the 
old-age a.ssistance law and the 
mothfrs' aid law. Always keeping In 
mind that the federal funds hre to 
be available the commission in li.s j 
nroposed revision is reducing the ag» 
to 65 vears in the matter of old-age 
dependents, with a special provision 
that a husband and wife living to- 
aether, both of whom are eligible for 
old-age a.ssistance. shall receive a 
minimum of $45 instead of $60. Other 
.slight changes will be made to in- 
clude other relatives who are iving 
together. It is also proposed that a 
new board of appeal be set up in both 
departments to handle all matters 
involving pronpr administration, 
especially deciding on matters of 
eligibility. Revisions are being drawn 
up involving support of one's par- 
ents, matters of equity holdings on 
the part of beneficiaries, and in the 
case of dependent children there has 
been a wide provision made to bring 
the Massachtusetts' laws into the 
same .scope as the federal law. 

In the matter of reimbursements 
to the cities and towns by the state, 
the proposed bill will change the 
present law of one-third state re- 
sponsibility to two-thirds on the part 
of the state. 

On figures furnished by the de- 
: panment of old-age a.ssistance to the 
: commission, the new law will prac- 
■ tically double the number of bene- 
^ f^ciaries in Mas.sachu.setts by the re- 
duction of the old-age limit from 
70 to 6.5. The department estimates 
that the number of cases will ap- 
proximate 50,000, as oppo.sed to 
25.000 under the present law »t 70 
years of age. At the present time the 
cities and towns of the state are 
paying about $6,000,000 per year for 
old-age assistance. Under the age 
reduction, coupled with the re- 
. imbursement of one-half by the fed- 
eral government and on tlie part ot 
the state of two-thirds of the bal- 
ance, the amount to be paid by the 
municipalities of the slate will be 
$3,000000. These hgures are ba.sed 

on an estimate ot a $30 per monlli 

minimum. 

Elxcppt for a few notations by in- 
dividual members who have previ- 
ously expre.ssed themselves In favor 
or against certain phases of the re- 
lief laws and who are reserving their 
rights in the final report to hold to 
the consistency of their views, the re- 
port, in Its broad sen.se, will be 
unanimous. 

The commission desires at this 
lime to thank all of the department 
heads in welfare work throughout 
the state who have generously co- 
operated in furnishing needed In- 
formation. The commission is also 
deeply indebted to various social 
groups who have appeared at hear- 
ings with intelligent srigge.stions. The 
commission feels that if the pro- 
posed legislation meets with the ap- 
proval of the Tjegislatiu-e, another 
forward step will be taken by the 
commonwealth In social legislation, 
and Mfl,SRachu.setts will maintain 
first place among the states of the 
union. , 
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IN THE BLUE HILLS 

The Blue Hills reservation is one of 
those farsightcd accomplishments for 
which the people of Greater Boston should 
thank their public officials of a generation 
ago. Few other American cities have such 
a large tract of rugged, unspoiled land so 
near to their backdoors. In recent years 
additional land has been obtained by the 
metropolitan district commis.sion In the vi- 
cinity of Ponkapoag. The latest acquisition 
is a tract of 604 acres in Randolph, bought | 
at a very small price from the estate of ' 
Ellerton James. Similar generous bequests 
and gifts have given the state domain over 
miles of richly-wooded land. Part of it al- 
ready forms the public golf course at Ponk- 
apoag. The rest will be carefully opened so 
as to preserve, so far as possible, the area's 
quiet and natural beauty. 

All this is excellent and consistent with 
the development of the reservation since its 
beginning. But Gov. Curley has announced

TAKING OF OATHS 

To the Editor of the Post: 

.Sir— Of course it Is a matter of opin- 
ion, hut I cannot agree with S'our 
editorial of Dec. 9 captioned "Fantas- 
tic," as well as some other of your 
editorials concerning the oath of loy- 
alty by school teachers and college 
professors. 

Among other things you said: "The 
present teachers seem to be suspected, 
since an oath ot loyalty is required 
froni them." 

While I do not take that view of the 
matter, is it any wonder that any 
teacher or professor who refuses to 
take the oath brings hini.self or herself 
under suspicion? Our energetic Gov- 
ernor, members of the Legislature, 
nWfibers of i?ongress. District Court 
jiulgrs, Superior Court and Supreme 
.Tudirtal Court judges and V. S. Su- 
preme Court judges, as well as the 
President of the United States, lake 
the oath o£ loyalty before entering upon 
the discharge of their duties. 

Km these men under suspicion? Since 
these men are required to take the oath 
of loyalty, why should not the school 
teacher and the college professor take 
it; especially as there sseems to be «■ 
suspicion, at least, that some few of 
them are teaching matter.s which 
savor of disloyalty?

"While we are now supposed to 
have a direct tax on real estate we 
have not. as the state lax is taken 
from the revenue, from the Income 
tax and other sources, which the 
state collects for the municipalities. 
"There should be different sources 
of revenue. The only danger is that 
sometime we may have a surplus. 

"As I have said, the present sys- ] 
lem is not a direct Ux and, second- 
ly, it Is ridlc\ilous to say we are bal- 
ancing the budget. 

"The state gets first call on all the 
money of the municipalilies because 
it controls the distribution of money 
for the municipalilies. 

"I dun't know what new sources 
of revenue the Governor has in 
mind I believe it is practical to 
put it up to the Legislature to find 
money to cover the items for which 
it has authorized expenditures 

"First we should have a true bud- 
eet and secondly we .should deter- 
mine where we arc going to get 
the funds when the existing sources 
are not enough."

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I Townsend Plan in Politics 

The Townsend plan has tlever 
managers engaged in promotion 
work and it is their evident inten- 
tion to4)ring all possible pressure to 
bear on candidates for the national 
House of Representatives and the 
United Statri Senate. Gov Curley a 
week ago made the prediction that 
candidates next year would have to 
declare themselves on the Townsend 
plan. As an avowed candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
United States senator, Mr Curley 
declared himself against the Town- 
send plan and in favor of President 
Roosevelt's social security program. 
Charles M. Hawks, state mana- 
ger for the Townsend organization, 
then announced that there were 
enough Townsend votes in Massa- 
chusetts to defeat Mr Cui'ley for 
any office for which he might choose 
to run in 1936. This may be numeri- 
cally true — if it be considered that 
all those who sympathize with the 
Townsend plan voted for Curley in 
1934. That, needless to .«,ay, is a 
rather large assumption. But it is 
doubtful whether the Townsend 
plknners would vote unanimously 
against Curley for election unle.^s 
his Republican opopnent were for 
the plan. And, taking into consid- 
eration all the possible flukes in 
politics, it is doubtful whether the 
Republican nominee for the United 
State.'^ Senate will be a supporter of 
the Townsend Utopia. 

There are two major parties in 
Massachusetts, and it is difficult to 
see how the Townsend planners can 
bedevil the affairs of both. Individu- 
al Townsendites cannot vote in both 
primaries. Possibly they hope to 
concentrate on nominating synipa- | 
thetic Republicans in some districts ; 
and sympathetic Democrats in ! 
others. The fact that the Townsend i 
plan is an economic i?npossibility i 
does not deter its supporters. Sim- 
ilarly, = ' may not deter weak-knc-d 
politicians. 
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The Department of Education 

That the circumstances attending 
J the departure of Dr Payson Smith 
jfrom the office of state commis- 
sioner of education have stirred pro- 
foundly the educational circles of 
Mas.sachusetts is plainly in evidence. 
But what of the future? To what 
extent docs the state department of 
education nr v present opportunities 
to Gov__Curley for the political pros- 
titution^ its administration? 

The answer to this important 
question must be found in the char- 
acter and independence of the new 
commissioner, Mr Reardon. Assum- 
ing, as one is now bound to do, that 
Mr Reardon has at heart the inter- 
ests of the commonwealth's educa- 
tional system, he is legally in a po- 
sition to safeguard the schools and 
especially the teachers' colleges from 
political exploitation. But it will be 
natural to watch closely the depart- 
ment of education in view of the 
outstanding fact that Mr Reardon 
owes his office absolutely to the gov- 
ernor's manipulation of the execu- 
tive council, not to mention the 
board of directors of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Teachers. 

The city and large town public 
school systen-3 are sufficiently auto- 
nomous to be safe from Beacon hill 
dictation or maladroit interference, 
whoever the governor may be. Cer- 
tain pos.sibilities remain to challenge 
constant scrutiny, however, lest ef- 
forts be made to benefit a political 
machine. 

The appropriation for the state 
department of education is about 
$12,000,000. Some of this sum goes 
to small towns to "equalize" educa- 
tional opportunities between them 
and the larger and wealthier com- 
munities. .\bout $6,000,000 is e.x- 
pended on the teachers' colleges of 
the state. As the commissioner of 
education has the power to "hire and 
'fire" every one of the principals of 
these colleges, it is apparent that 
I they and their faculties are in the 
most e.xposed position. Unless the 
new commissioner protects the I 
I teachers' colleges against political 
raids, they seem to be helpless 
under the present law. Whatever 
obligations to Gov Curley Comm.'.- 
sioner Reardon may be under, he 
has his own reputation as an edu- 
cator to consider, and there is no 
present reason to despair of his for- 
titude in the future defense of pub- 
ic education against the insidious 



undermining of political manage- 
ment. 

Certainly Commissioner Reardon 
has the best wishes of all for an ad- 
ministration of high quality. 

Part of the history of this affair 
is a fact authenticated by a member 
I of the state advisory board of edu- 
cation to show what severe pressure 
must have been brought to bear by 
the governor on members of the ex- 
lecutive council to reject the Payson 
Smith nomination after he had pre- 
I sented it. This newspaper is in- 
formed; — ■ 

On Sunday, December 15, Mor- 
I ton BuiUick, mitniber of tin.' sov- 
cnuir's council from this district, 
made the following statement to 
a member ot the slate advisory 
hoard oE education: "I earnestly 
hope that the governor will re- 
appoint Pasaon ^mith; I rPKnrd 
him as one of the ablest educa- 
tors in this country." 

On Wednesday, Decemt)er 18, 
the governor did reappoint Pay- 
son Smith as commissioner oJ 
education. Morion Burdiclc voted 
against confirmation. The vote 
was 5 to 4 against Mr Smith. It 
Mr Burdicli had voted as he ha/J 
indicated three d.iys before, the 
Appointment would have been 
confirmed.

It now appears that the nomina- 
tion of Howard H. Murphy of Oster- 
ville as commissioner of agriculturs 
will be held over by the governor's 
council until after the first of the 
year. From this delay is gained the 
impression that a deal of pressure 
is being brought to bear to have an- 
otlier man chosen for the post. Re- 
ports have it that Gov Curley has 
indicated to his council that he pre- 
fers to have the confirmation post- 
poned. 

That Dr Arthur W. Gilbert, who 
hell! the office for many years prior 
to Commissioner Gillett, is ready to 
J return is generally known. It jg

All Have Good Records 

Of the three, two have already been through 
statewide campaigns— Mr. Warner as candidate 
for Attorney General and Mr. Haigis as candi- 
date for State Treasurer— both of them success- 
ful. Mr. Saltonstall has not had that experience, 
yet it is probable that his name is as well known 
throughout the state as is that of his two rivals 
for the nomination. So there we have these three 
men, all with good public records, all of high 
character, all worthy of respect. 

If we have omittted from this consideration 
of the situation other potential contenders in the 
convention or at the primaries, it is in no lack of 
respect for their possible candidacies, but be- 
cause at the moment these three stand far out 
ahead in the public mind. Warren Bishop long 
ago announced his candidacy, and he has many 
warm friends who still believe he has a good 
chance for the nomination. We do not find pres- 
ent evidence of that chance, but neither can we 
say that it is non-existent. Circumstances may 
re\'italize his candidacy between now and Spring. 



There also is the name of the former Gov- 
ernor, Alvan T. Fuller. Many believe that he 
will be an active and potent figure in the cam- 
paign; and if Mr. Curley were to change his 
stated position, and were to p.nnounce a desire 
for a re-election to the governorship, then we 
might find Mr. Fuller actively in the race. Bar- 
ring such a change in Mr. Curley's po.sition we 
do not see Mr. Fuller in the rolo of a candidate; 
he presumably would not approve of Mr. Cur- 
ley's going to the Senate, but to express that 
opposition by the personal .sacrifice of going 
there himself would not greatly aripcal to him. 
He does not like legislative work, and does 
not like the Senate as an arena for his activities. 
He ha.s no desire to go to Washington. 

Much mention has been made of the name 
of Robert Bushnell, and circumstances might 
impel him into a candidacy, but no such circum- 
stances have yet arisen. Undoubtedly he will be 
an active and forceful and effective figure in the 
campaign; and we find some unofficial discus- 
sion of his name in connection with the attor- 
ney generalship. 

There is so much talk of candidates that 
there has been no cry.stallization of the issue or 
issues for the state conte.st. That issue is prct- 
|y sure to be the cost of government— taxa- 
tion. The report of the special commission on 
taxation has left a sour taste in the mouths of 
a good many taxpayers, whose ideas are ex- 
pressed with some accuracy by Eliot Wads- 
worth, head of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, and a man with an exceptionally high 
pradr nf political sagacity. 

Tax-Relief Issue 

Commenting some time ago on the seventeen 
million dollar report of the special commission. 
Air. Wadsworth said:

by state and local governments, which now ag- 
gregate one hundred million dollars a year." 

And if this is to be the issue — less taxation 
and more thrift— the candidates for the nomina- 
tion at the head of the ticket may be judged by 
their attitudes on this question and by their 
suggestions for answering it. 

And this issue, and its possible effect on the 
coming .state elections in Massachusetts, tie in 
very neatly with the fact that the Landon presi- 
dential candidacy is making marked headway 
in eastern Massachusetts. The strength of Lan- 
don rests almost entirely on his well-advertised 
record for public economy in his home state of 
Kansas. A thought for local leaders to ponder is 
that Mr. Landon as Governor put immediately 
into effect a program of the most rigorous re- 
trenchment and economy— and increased his 
popularity thereby.

No one has isolated the germ that ■ 
makes one man a politician while 
his neighbor remains a man for his 
iiome and I'amily. But in Henr,y 
Long's case a tragedy of his child- 
hood may have served as a hand ol 
fate. When he was 10 both his sis- 
ters and his mother died in one 
month of diphtheria. This genera- 
tion has forgotten what terror that 
disease struck in 1893. His father 
had to pay $85 each for the two 
nurses to tend his sick, so nearly im- 
possible was it to get anyone lo 
come in at such a time. They had 
lo bury their dead in the dark. Then 
they burned every stick of furniture 
in the house. 

So Henry Long's home life was 
broken at 10 and his developing boys 
interests turned outside. At 14 he 
was in the shoe shop.

Interest in History 

A lively boy in a place like Tops- 
field got to know everybody and to 
do everything. Henry Long liked 
history and by the time he was in 
high school he knew the local his- 
tory of Essex and knew it deep and 
in its intimate detail. When he was 
only 17 he was writing pieces for the 
local historical society. He was still 
ui his teens when he did a paper on 
"Haying on the Salt Marshes of 
Essex" that was good enough for the 
Essex Historical Society. 
' His interest in tax levies and land 
laws dates from that early historical 
[ reading. It comes popping out now 
in the most amazing ways. A sud- 
den question at a Legislative hearing 
will draw an impromptu discussion 
of the origin and early history of the 
property tax in Massachusetts that j 
is astonishing for its rich scholarship 
and delightfully colloquial in its 
language. j 

I In those days few boys down there ; 
I went to coJlege. Henry Long went I 
: to Salem Commercial School and I 
I then at 17 went into a bank in Bos- 
ton. A bank clerk was a young man 1 
I of mark in Topsfield in 1900. When 
ho was 21, Henry Long was on the 
I library trustees. When he was 23 
I he was town auditor. When he was 
[ 26 he was chairman of Selectmen. 
I His business training and his interest 
in the town fitted him for these 
things and he worked with joy at 
these public duties. When he was 30 
he was elected to the Legislature, 
The Long Home 

He had married Margaret Pingree, 
the pretty village schoolteacher 
from Maine, and they built a new 
house on a pleasant rise of ground 
just up from the village— a house 
y\'^ a, view and a spread of open 
field, though he never did anything 
with the land but look at it. His 
children later raised all the things 
that children do in the country- 
hens to horses. But when Henry 

.Long was home he always had his 
nose m a report or a L-gislative bill.

were first married. - Her jealousy 

ihas shifted of late years to the 
state. 

The bank in town was the Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust Company, later 
absorbed in The Old Colony. Thtro 
young Long came to the attention of 
such men as Moorfield Storey and 
Ciiarlos Russell, men whose large af- 
fairs included the settling and rnaK- 
agement of estates. One such was a 
wholesale fiorist business. . They 
needed a man to be treasurer and 
chose Henry Long out of the bank. He 
ran the Waban Rose Conservatory 
iimil he became Tax Commis.sioncr of 
Mss.sachu.^ctf.?, 

He went to the Legislature In 1914. 
Two years before that he had met 
Lalvm Coolidgj, when, as a town of- 
ficial, he had gone to him about a 
"latter of some local i.-nportance that 
came under Coolidgc's committee, 
iiworc that ho had got to know other 
people who seemed at the time of 
more importance than Calvin 
cooiidge. One of these was Augustus 
i^ardncr, .<;on-in-law of Henry Cabot 
f'Odge. Another was Louis A. Froth- 
ingham, who had been Lieutenant 
Governor. Topsfield w,is in Gardncr'.s 
Longrrssional District, and Henry 
i-ong had become one of the active 
young men in politics down that way

Named Tax Commissioner 

Also the country town of Topsfield 
was ciianging.

As a town ofFicial and as a 
personable young man, Henry Long 
got acquainted with these people of 
some importance. 

When Samuel McCall got to be 
Governor in 1916 and was looking for

Calvin 
Coolidge was Lieutenant Governor 
and he nodded approvingly. He had 
got to know Long well in the two

As presi- 
dent of the Senate, Coolidge was if.s 
chairman. Sometimes Long was the

' whatever the weather or the import- 
lanco of the meeting. They got to 
'like cncli other. They wore e.s.sen-

It was an at- 



tachment that lasted through and that | 
grew with the years. Henry Long I 
stayed on as secretary to the Governor ; 
after Coolidge succeeded McCall. Mr j 
Coolidge rewarded his service with! 
appointment as Tax Commissioner and I 
(every Governor since has reappointed ! 
[him. j 

j It was said that Henry Long did i 
'Mr Coolidgc's talking lor him. But 
I Henry Long never talked when he 
.■shouldn't. He learned a great deal 
about when to keep his mouth shut, 
'though he needed fewer lessons than: 
;most men, then, He learned many 
other things. A secretary of the Gov- 
ernor, if he is worth his salt, gets to 
know every detail of the st.Tte gov- 
ernment, and all lhf> per.'^onalities of 
i public life. Henry Long knew much | 
■ of this before. His secretaryship to i 
two Governors was more than any , 
university training in the art and sci- 
! ence of government. 
j Great for Details 

I A secretary must be a great man 
j for details. Nothing can get away 
I from him. They say of Henry Long 
I at the State House that "he has his 
I flngcr on everything in the oflflce. He 
i knows everything going on in the de- 
t partmeiit." 



Perhaps it is because of his experi- 
ence as secretary tliat Henry Long has 
no secretary. O, he has 14 stenog- 
raphers and various deputies. But no 
prjvate secretary. He does that worJc 
himself. He must have learned how 
vital IS the function of the secretary. 
; dealing with every personality and 
I every detail that never reaches his 
■.chief, so that he know.s far more 
;about many things than his chief can 
As secretary, Henry Long learned 
to work under pressure and in public 
and to deal with many things and 
people at once. Now his office door is 
open and it invites all comers— the 
first door beyond the switchboard. 
Everybody walks right in. It is juft 
JiKe the waiting room of any other 
department head. There are plenty of 
chairs and a long s'ttee. But there 
isn't much waiting. Henry Long can 
talk to two or three men at onee 
answer the telephone, dictate a letter, 
and confer with a deputy at the sam-^ 
time. 

His associates say he can handle 
more work and switch faster from 
, one subject to another tha^i any man 
they ever saw. He likes to kill a thing 
on the spot. So he has in the assist- 
ant who knows about it and a girl 
digs up the report and correspond- 
ence and they settle the matter, nine 
times out of 10. before the visitor 
has left the ofTicc. 

He divides his work time between 
day and evening. Evening.s h? can 
concentrate. His assistants bundle up 
briefs. repori.s, l,-g,sla(ivc bills do'-- 
uments, for him to take home. If he 
has been to Springfield. Providence 
or New York for a meeting, they 
leave this work on his desk, with ihj 
day's correspondence, knowing he 
will be in during the evening to clean r 
it up. One of the girls stays around ' 
until 6 or so, if he is out of town ! 
before she gives him up and goes ' 
home to a warmed up supper. It is 
not an easy job working for Henry 
Long, but a very human job and 
more interesting than you would 
think. There are always stories and 
chafTing and chuckling in his con- 
ferences. 

With a Laugh 

He h?s a polilician's wav of send- 
ing people away with a laugh. Of 
course his whole life has been politics. 
But taxation is a nonpartisan job. 
Taxation, like rain 

"Falls on the just and unjust fellers 
But mostly on the just 
Because the unjust have the just's 
umbrellas." 
He has been adviser of all the 

■ special tax commissions set up to j 
find new ways and means in these i 
recent thin times. They have not al- 
ways taken his advice. But few men's 
views have been more sought in tax 
matters. He has been president of 
the National Tax Association and is 
editor now of its publication, a task 
for scholarship in which he succeeded 
a Columbia University professor. 
That is the way he spends his Satut- 
day afternoons now. He is chairman 
of the special commissions set up to 
deal with the financial difficulties of 
Millville and Mashpee.

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LOCAL POLITICS 

' By W. E. MULLINS 

The approaching session of the Legis- 
lature will convene on New Year's day, th« 
first time It has been scheduled to assemble 
on the holiday since the second year of Gov. 
Allen's administration. 

The humdrum routine of the opening 
day ceremonies will be relieved to a large 
extent If some of the Republican senators 
go through with their threat to deprive 
James G. Moran of Mansfield of the presi- 
dency. 

If the president does succeed in cling- 
I ing to his title It will be accomplished only 
I through his alliance with Gov. Curley, who 
I still exerts considerable influence among 
j the Democratic senators. The Republicans 
will not filibuster. If they face defeat, they 
will abandon the fight against Mr. Moran. 
Senator Joseph A. Langone, Jr., of Bos- 
ton has repeatedly stated that he will join 
in the move to prevent Mr. Moran from 
continuing as president; but the Republi- 
cans cannot rely too greatly on any assist- 
ance from him because of the belief that 
he will be amenable to executive per- 
suasion. 

It is significant that Senator William S. 
Conroy of Fail River has moved to arrange 
his status with the industrial accident board 
so that he will be able to take a leave of 
absence and thus serve out hi.s Senate term. 
The position of Leverett Saltonstall as 
speaker of the House is secure. The Re- 
publican House members who brazenly as- 
sociated themselves with the Democrats 
last year lack the courage to join in any 
move to prevent the speaker from serving 
out his term, because this Is election year 
and the reactions to their votes for the 
Governor's measures in the past session 
have been such that they are chastened. 
BIENNIAL SESSIONS 
Inspection of the several hundred pe- 
titions already filed in the two branches 
discloses additional arguments in favor of 
the adoption of a system of biennial ses- 
sions because so much of the proposed 
legislation consists of bills that were before 
the Legislature only this year and which 
must be acted on again. 



Moreover, scores of them call for new ex- 
penditures with hardly one designed to re- 
duce the co.st of government. One of those 
calling for new expenditures asks for the 
.separation of the southeastern district-at- 
torney's office. This district is composed of 
Norfolk and Plymouth counties with Ed- 
mund R. Dewing of Wellesley the district- 
attorney. 

The pending petition would set up two 
districts with two prosecutors and two sep-, 
arate offices, one in each county. The two 
counties together nave less criminal activity 
in the courts than all of Essex county and 
only about as much as Worcester county. 

It seems that the petition is based on 
some dissatisfaction with the choice of as- 
sistants made by Dist.-Atty. Dewing al- 
though there has not been the slightest pub- 
lic criticism of his conduct of his office. Be- 
cause of this pique the politicians would 
saddle or. Fiymouth county the entire cost 
of a new prosecutor's office. 

More than a decaae ago a similar bill was 
filed but it was given short shrift then and 
it is unlikely that the taxpayers of Plymouth 
county will stand for it this time once they 
appreciate its significance. 

ONE FOR EACH COUNTY 

The 14 counties of the commonwealth 
now have their criminal courts business' 
handled by eight district-attorneys' offices.; 
If the pending bill should be enacted there 
is no reason why the Legislature should 
not go the full di-stance and set up a dis- 
trict-attorney's office in each county. 

Another bill coming in would give clerks 
of court life tenure instead of the five-year 
terms they now have. This bill is aimed to 
protect the present incumbents from 
changes in administration. So many pres- 
ent and former legislators, Democrats all, 
have been made clerks of courts that it is 
barely possible that the bill will be passed. 

These Democratic clerks will be joined 
naturally by the Republican clerks who 
have saved their Jobs and such a lobby will 
have strong influence. It might meet with 
Mr. Curley's disapproval unless dated a year 
ahead because its enactment would deprive 
him of passing out many appointments of 
this character that will come before him 
next year. 

The Republican and Democratic state 
committees will collaborate in a move to re- 
vise the existing pre- primary convention 
statute. They want to defer until June 30 
the final date for holding their state con- 
ventions. 
I Under the present law these state con- 
ventions must be held before June 15. With 
the Republican national convention sched- 
uled for June 9, there might be a conflict 
with the party's state convention unless It 
can be deferred until the week beginning 
June 16. The Massachusetts Democrats, 
not knowing the date of their national con- 
vention, would like to be protected against 



a conflict.

The 
order of steps in this process is — 
accuracy, information, self-control, 
health, culture and character, includ- 
ing grit, grace and gumption. These 
are vital factors and are given in the 
increasing order of their significance. 
"There seeins to lie some confuxi.'i. 
over the term practical in education 
which leaves out any of the factors 
Just enumerated. This serious error of 
the .supporters of practical education 
i.i that they emphasize only information 
and mechanical aptitudes. The whole 
area of feeilng, for instance, is by 
them obviously isnored. This 1« a 
mo.st unfortunate circumstance. K is 
more important after all, that children 
be tauBht to feel rl^ht than to rea.son 
correctly.

•Study worthy of the name is in no 
sense drudgery and Khould not be con- 
sidered as such. Study Is the enjoy- 
nlile e.verci.-w' of the mind toward it.9 
(.(\v[? de\'elopment. 

"There is nothing in study that 
produces disease. A normal child is 
always benefited by home study. An 
abnormal child is a special care and 
should be treated as such. With 
proper care in food, sleep and healthy 
exercise, the well child can develop 
into the dignity of a person only 
through careful, directed study." 

It might lie well to comment here 
that Mr. Rcardon's remarks roncern- 
Ing study were made about high school 
pupils. In this same town report, he 
notes that the cost of education in- 
creased 46 per cent in Kflst Bridge- ' 
water as against a State-wide increase' 
of ffi per cent durinff a decade. I 

Whnt clitcfi the new commissioner I 
think about frills and fads? He gave I 
an answer to that in his WW report: ' 



I-ads and Frills 

"It is my policy ;o avoid educational 
frills and fads and to recommend tor 
introduction into our school system 
only such things aw have been evolved 
'v the best educational minds and 
I'lssess merit. It is our aim to have 
^'Uf courses so correlated and our sUb- 
•'■•'.s an interlocking that the essentials 
;inii 'extras' taught in our schools will 
iiilp fit the boys and girls intrusted 
1" their care to becotne worthy citizens 
"f the State. In all of this there is ona; 
important element— that we teach the 
pupils and nut the subject." 

lu that same report, Mr. Reardon 
coiunientcd that 'overworked told) 
hooks are dangerous to health." 

He was appointed superintendent of 
schools in 1927 to succeed Kdgar H. 
(Iroul, for 25 years supervisoi- of public 
instruction in East Bridgewater. Mr. 

I, 
tiroiit liked Reardon greatly and ad- 
taiiced him speedily. Mr. Reardon was 
appi>in!ed in VJZi to the high school 
faculty, was Tuickly advanced to the 
post of assistant principal, then to the 
principalcy and, flnally, to the super- 
inlendency. 

Hej-e are some of his comments In 
the town report of 1927 covering the 
year preceding his major appointitient 
in East Bridgewater: 

Tlie Three R's 

"To begin with, I am a firm believer 
in the three It's. Children must know 
how to read, write, spell and perform 
the ordinary processes of arithmetic. 
The.-^e are strictly necessary. Without 
tliese no one can belong to the advanc- 
ing class we call civilization. To teach 
'these was the aim of the old district 
.^■i hool. Jn some irtodern schools, this 
.lim .'eems to be neglected. This Is 
iinfoiluiiate and umvi.se. Children must 
be taugin facts. 

.."... But over and above all these 
there is something else of still more 
transcendent value in the develop- 
ment of the child, a something which 
focuses hope, aspiration and en- 
( deavor on the very highest; a rest 
and motive which creates a capacity 
for the large, a power which utilizes 
all the other gifts to one supreme 
and vital accomplishment. Call it 
character, call it gumption, its devel- 
opment is the highest purpose of the' 
good school. 

. . Two classes of people are espe- 
cially inteiesicd in the education of 
children— parents and teachers. Par- 
ents spend years of life in hardest toil 
and anxiety that children may learn 
and grow into beings of usefulness. 
The most beautiful spectacle In our 
common life is this struggle of parents 
for the benefit of their children. Teach- 
ers come next with a devotion second 
only to that of parents, both -working 
for a common end— the education of 
youfji. It seems to me strange, un- 
natural and most unfortunate that , 
parents and teachers know so little of ' 
each other. j 

"Stranger still, it seems In some cases | 
the parent harhors ill will against the i 
teacher. .N'one the le.'s strange is it ' 
that parents and teacher.s are for the 
most part strangers. . . . The school 
cannot in five hours out of 24, do all 
the educating of youth. The home has 
not the time to di> it all. The home and 
school have to do it together." 

Early Recommendations 

After his ilrsi yonr as superintendent 
of schools. Jfr. Reardan: 

1— Recommended a longer school 
year. 

2-Urged that ealarl*s be Increased 
and 'that tuition reimbursements be 
given to teachers taking unlveraity 
Bummer cour.-ies. 

^Begged for a building programme 
and the institution of the 6—3—3 sys- 
tem. 

4-Asked that e\x years he eet as 
the age-admittance requirement to 
Ii-ast Bridgewater so'hools.

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ReardanEnded School Squabbles in Adams 
In Six Months, His New Friends Agree

"Tell you what I know about Jim 
Reardan? Sure, and why shouldn't 
T? I've only known him six months, 
but what I have found out about !iim 
would take a couple or three hours 
for the telling, and all of it's good." 
D. (i. "Uinny" Murphy leaned 
across the counter of his combination 
hardware emporium and druprstorc, 
just around the corner where the car 
tracks turn on the main street of the 
liill-circled town of Adams, out in 
the Berkshires — leaned over and, 
graspcrl my shoulder to lend empha- 
sis to his words. 

"Man, I'm telling you that Gov- 
ernoi^Curley made no mistake when 
he .selcTOd Jim Reardan to be com- 
missioner of education." 

It was at tlie suggestion of young 
Father .Malumphy, the curate of St. 
Thomas Church, that 1 had called 
upon Mr. Murphy, as part of the 
process of getting together the in- 
formation that would tell the people 
of Massachu-setts something about 
this "unknown" who has stepped 
into the shoes of Payson Smith.

His 
questions were intelligent and to the 
point, and I didn't have to tell him 
things twice. Well, he was satisfied 
with what I had to say, and out h« 
went. A couple of days later he hustled 
in again. 

" 'Hello, Dlnny,' he said, a.« ple.i ;- 
ant as could be, and he smiled all over. 
"How are vou?' 

" 'Fine. .lim,' I came back— and H 
has been Jin) and Blntiy l>etwcen u.?

Understand, I hnve done busi- 
ness with a lot of school superintend- 
ents, and of all that 1 have ever met 
this Jim Reardim strikes me as the 
best i'(iuipped lo carry out any big job. , 

"J'll bet that If he had known what 
he was Jumping Into In taking thi-' 
Job of superintendent of schools of 
Adams, he would never have ncceptcl 
it. It was almost an imix'ssliile situ- 
ation. The school hourd was s|>llt three 
ways-^the teaeheri were grouped inli> 
three or four factions, ready to fight 
among thcmaelvca or with any new m- 
periiitenderit: and the Parent-Teachers' 
Association had declared war upon the 
members of the board. 

"Ye*, sir, there was the finest sort ot 
a knock-down and drag-nut battle wait- 1 
lug for Jim neardiin when the schools 
opened this fall. Sure, he knew what 
had heen going on and what ructions 
might be In store for the future, but 
he never let «ny of the t&achera or 
parents know that h« knew, 

"lie sailed right in as though he took 
It for gnintftd tliat everybody con- 
cerned was working for the .same thing 
—the success ot our schools. Once or 
twice be had to lay down the law In 
a teachers' meeting, but he did it In a 
nicft way, ami nobody got sore.
